Tho solicitude of Senator Farwell for 
thu perpetuation of tho national banking 
system is il manifostatiim of interest in 
linancial matters which will Ije best aii- 
preciated in circles where tho supply of 
the "needful" ia so abundant that tlp're 
is danger of its degenerating into the 
root of all evil. It is without i|uestion a 
very desirable thing I o put the national 
banks on a solid basis, but what tho toil- 
ing masses are more particularly interest- 
ed in is the establishment of a sound

Tiiic ancient town of Baku, in tho Cus- 
piiiii, continues to develop in a marvel- 
lous maniior a.t an oil producing region. 
One of the newest wells, which reached a 
depth of 714 foot in Septoinber, 188G, 
threw a column of oil to such a height 
that houses a mile and a half away were 
drenched. In ono day the flow was esti- 
mated to have reached 2,750,000 gallons, 
and of 10,000,000 gallons ejected the 
greater part was lost for want of means 
to conti-ol the flow and the lack of storage 
facilities. hi October, 188(i, oil was sell- 
ing at Baku for two cents for 1() gallons, 
and the best reliiied oil at one cent and a 
half per gallon. Air. Charles Marvin, who 
describes this wonderful region, says 
tliere is ample historical evidence that 
the oil wolls of Baku have been flowing 
for 2,500 years, and judging from tho 
perfunnances of the weU mentioned 
above, and the fabulous yields of other 
wells at the same place, the story is not 
an incredible ono. Baku was at onetime 
a favorite resort of the tire worshippers. 
Out sin^e thu iiat ural gas which sup|)lied 
them with a siihject for religious cniitem- 
platinii has lioen tinned to practical pur- 
posea the lire worahippers have either left 
in disgust or discovered a more protitiiblo 
manner of occupying their time.
